N  anfvver  to  yours  of  January  the 
27 th„  wherein  you  defired  me  to 
transmit  you  fome  Account  of  the  Ob - 
fervations  I  made  in  my  laft  Journey 
thro ’  France,,  Flanders^  and  Germany. 
particularly  on  the  Political  Prudence  of 
Government  in  thofe  Countries ,  the  Liberties 
and  Property  of  the  People ^  not  only  as  they 
are  in  themf elves 3  but  compared  with  us* 
As  alio,  to  give  you  my  impartial  Opinion 
of  the  CraftfmaLn*  Fogg’s  journal,,  and 
other  Anti  mini  ferial  Papers  publijhed  at 
home „  with  my  Thoughts  of  the  prefent  Mini 6 
firy,  &c. 

B  I  have 


{  have  (  enforc’d  by  the  hounourable 
Ties  of  Friendfhip  and  Gratitude)  com- 
ply’d  with  your  Requeft,  and  herein  given 
you  a  very  faithful,  but  brief  Account  of 
every  Article  of  your  Demands,  unlefs  I 
fhould  mifunderftand  your  Meaning  of 
Political  Prudence  in  Government  ;  for 
'  therein  I  have  only  aimed  at  conveying 
to  you  fome  Ideas  of  their  Method  of 
governing  in  general,  as  to  the  minute 
Particulars  of  their  more  fecret  Policies, 
Management  of  the  Finances,  &c.  which 
may  perhaps  be  what  you  mean,  I  have 
not  touch’#  upon  ;  nor  have  I  the  Vanity 
to  tell  you,  that  in  every  of  thofe  pecu¬ 
liar  Circumftances,  I  am  qualified  for  the 
Task. 

I  fhall  firft  prefent  you  with  fome  Re¬ 
marks  I  made  in  travelling  thro’  thofe 
Countries,  and  then  proceed,  in  Order  of 
your  Demands,  to  fatisfy  you  in  the  other 
Particulars,  according  to  the  belt  of  my 
poor  Capacity. 

ON  the  9th  of  September  1733,  I  ar¬ 
rived  at  Calais  in  France ,  where  1  remain¬ 
ed  fome  Time  at  the  Silver  Lyon ,  in  order 
thoroughly  to  refrefh  myfelf  after  lb 
miferable  a  Paffage,  it  being  very  turbu-

lent  Weather  ;  we  were  upwards  of  1 2, 
Hours  in  palling  from  Dover . 

HERE  I  diverted  myfelf  with  taking 
a  Survey  of  this  antient  City*  the  Scene 
of  fo  many  remarkable  Occurences  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  Englijh  and  French  Hiftories, 
as  having,  at  different  Times,  acknow¬ 
ledged  both  for  its  Matter,  endured  fo 
many  Sieges,  and  famous  for  fo  many 
Councils,  wherein  the  Fate  of  Europe 
feemed  to  be  determined  ;  a  Remembrance 
of  which  Things,  on  the  Survey,  gave 
me  a  fort  of  fecret  Pleafure,  almoft  in- 
expreflible,  efpecially  when  I  reflected  on 
the  various  Projects  that  had  been  here 
formed  by  the  two  Kings  in  Turn,  in  or¬ 
der  to  aggrandize  and  impower  them  to 
tyranize  over  a  more  extenfive  Part  of 
Mankind ;  the  Thoughts  of  this,  I  fay, 
and  the  tranfitory  Vifion  which  enfued, 
and  baffled  all  their  Meafures,  made  me 
laugh  at  the  trifling  Littlenefs  of  all  hu¬ 
man  Grandeur, 

CALAIS  is  a  fmall,  regular,  well- 
built,  and  pleafant  City,  but  generally 
accounted  unhealthful  j  tho’,  on  my  Sur¬ 
vey  of  it  and  the  Neighbourhood,  1  could 
hardly  think  fo,  being  fituated  on  a  bar¬ 
ren  Sand,  not  very  low,  and  waffled  by 
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the  German  Ocean :  It  is  famous  for  no 
kind  of  Manufa£tures,  but  feems  to  de- 
pend  altogether  on  the  immediate  Com¬ 
munication  it  has  with  England ,  the  Tho¬ 
rough-Fare,  and  an  inconfiderable  Mari¬ 
time  Trade. 

FROM  Calais  I  travelled  over  a  bar¬ 
ren,  fandy  Heath  by  the  Sea  Shore,  pair¬ 
ing  thro’  the  ftrong  Town  of  Gravelin ,  ■ 
In  order  to  take  a  View  of  Dunkirk,  where 
I  mutt  own  I  was  agreably  furprized  at 
•the  Regularity,  Beauty,  and  Magnifi- 
'  cence  of  its  Buildings,  the  Riches  and  Po- 
litenefs  of  the  Inhabitants,  and  particu¬ 
larly  at  their  great  Trade  ;  for  tho’  I  had, 
fome  Years  ago,  made  the  Tour  of  Eu¬ 
rope,  yet  I  had  never  feen  this  Town,  nor 
Indeed  conceived  any  adequate  Idea  of  it ; 
and  even  now,  owing  to  the  Shortnefs  of 
my  Stay,  I  could  take  but  a  very  curfory 
Survey  of  it. 

HOWEVER,  walking  out  at  what 
they  call  Port  la  Mer ,  or  the  Sea- Door, 
the  firft  Thing  that  prefented  itfelf  to  my 
View,  was  the  Haven,  which  I  obferved 
was  crouded  with  Ships,  feveral  of  them 
■  of  a  very  confiderable  Burthen,  and  a 
Multiplicity  of  Bufinefs  carrying  on, 
"which,  tho’dt-was  contrary  to  the  Stipu¬ 
lation 
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lation  of  Treaty  between  the  two  Nations, 

I  found  the  French  made  light  of  it,  pre¬ 
tending  they  had  pundtually  fulfilled  every 
Article  of  the  Peace  oi  Utrecht ;  for  % 
Merchant  of  the  Town,  who  was  walk¬ 
ing  on  the  Sand,  obferving  me  an  Eng- 
UJhman ,  fomewhat  curious  in  my  Obfer- 
Vations,  took  Occafion  to  difcourfe  with 
me  on  that  very  Subjeft.  His  Words,  fo 
near  as  I  can  recoiled!,  were  thefe,  after 
the  ufual  Compliments  and  Civilities  of 
Frehch  Gentlemen* 

SIR ,  fays  he,  you  fieem  ■ very  attentive 
in  your  Speculations ,  and ,  as  I find  you  are 
an  Englifh  Gentleman  from  London,  I  am 
not  much  fiurprized  at  it  \  for  M.  P — -y5 
who  has  conceived  an  Antipathy  againft  this 
poor  Town ,  as  well  as  your  Prime  Mini - 
ftry ,  tho ’  without  any  juft  Caufie ,  and  by  his 
weekly  Lucubration ,  or  rather  Lozenger , 
calculated  in  order  to  diftrefis  bothy  has  ex¬ 
cited  the  Curioftty  of  all  Travellers.  Now , 
Sir ,  if  I  may  take  the f  Freedom ,  without 
Offence ,  I  know  not  which  Party  you  favour , 
to  £0  fo  #  Gentleman  of  Reafion  ; 

I  will  endeavour  to  demonftrate  to  you ,  that 
we  very  reafonably  have  zbled,  nor  violated 
any  one  Article  of  the  Treaty  of  the  Peace  of 
Utrecht,  that  concerns  the  Demolition ■  0/’ 
Cfo  Fortifications >  the  Harbour ,  <?r  £fo 

Trade 
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Trade.  You  fee.  Sir,  here  a  few  flat-bot¬ 
tomed  Veffels,  which  fupply  the  Town  with 
Necelfaries  andfupport  the  Families ,  who  had 
always  been  accufiomed  to  a  Maritime  Life  ^ 
but,  alas  l  of  what  Prejudice  is  this  to  the 
Englilh  Nation  ?  You  fee  all  Fortifications 
in  Ruin  as  at  thefrfi  Day ;  nor  is  there 
INater  fujfcicnt  whereby  any  large  Ships 
may  enter,  much  lefs  Ships  of  JV ir  ;  and 
fuppofe  they  could,  here  is  nothing  to  defend 
them ,  but  they  are  always  open  to  the  Mercy 
of  the  Englifh  Fleet.  The  Truth  of  all 
which ,  you  have  nozO  occular  Demonfir  at  ion  ; 
and  therefore  you  evidently  fee  how  ground- 
lefs  and  malicious  thofe  Alarms  are ,  which 
have  been  artfully  fpread  throughout  the 
three  Kingdoms ,  and  this  only  to  gratify  a 
PaJJion  of  Revenge,  thro ’  the  disappointed 
Ambition  of  the  Authors  of  them,  who  would, 
at  any  Rate,  render  obnoxious  that  great 
Perfonage,  who,  happy  for  the  Britifh  Em¬ 
pire,  has  fo  long  prefided  at  her  Helm. 

YOU  may  from  hence  imagine,,  and 
perhaps  not  much  amifs,  that  he  was 
endeavouring  to  palliate  the  Affair  :  But 
I  do  allure  you  there  is  a  good  deal  of 
Truth  in  his  Affertions,  for  certainly  the 
Fortifications  are  in  Ruin,  nor  is  there 
Water  fufficient  either  for  Men  of  War, 
or  other  large  Ships,  to  fail  into  the  Har- 
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bour,  or  any  the  leaft  Defence  for  them* 
fuppofing  they  could,  notwithftanding 
the  extraordinary  Clamour  that  has  been 
made  by  our  famous  Journalifts  on  that 
very  Head. 

HAVING  at  firft  form’d  a  Refolution 
of  vifiting  Paris,  and  tr  aver  fin  g  the  Ter¬ 
ritories  of  Lorain  and  Alface,  in  my  way 
to  Franckfort  on  the  Main  in  Germany,  I 
here  alter’d  my  Rout,  palling  thro’  Flan¬ 
ders,  Brabant,  the  Electorate  of  Cologne 
Palatine, 

THE  next  Town  I  came  to,  about  \% 
Miles  from  Dunkirk ,  was  Newport,  the 
firft  in  the  Auftrian  Netherlands  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  Emperor,  is  indeed  fortified* 
and  hath  a  Garrifon,  but  fuch  as  too 
plainly  fhews  the  Confequence  of  a  Go¬ 
vernment’s  being  wholly  [wallowed  up  in 
luxurious  Softnefs,  and  infenfibly  loft  in 
Excels  of  Ebriety  and  voluptuous  Wan- 
tonnefs. 

F  R  O  M  hence  I  proceeded  to  Ofiend, 
.a  rich,  populous,  and  flourilhing  Town* 
well  fortified,  with  a  good  Garriion,  Har¬ 
bour,  and  fine  Shipping  :  Here  they  carry- 
on  a  very  extend ve  Trade,  and  have  had 
&n  united  Company  trading  to  EaJl-IndiaB 

under 
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under  the  Emperor’s  Prote&ion  ;  but  that 
giving  much  Umbrage  to  England  and 
the  Hollanders,  is  now  ( or  at  leaft  pre¬ 
tended  to  be)  abol idled  ;  I  fay  pretended, 
becaufe  I  am  well  allured  they  trade  very 
largely  thither  at  this  Junfture,  and  that 
a  certain  Power,  befides  the  Emperor, 
gives  them  all  the  Encouragement  he  is 
capable  of;  for  it  is  not  long  fince  one 
of  their  Eajl -India  Ships  put  in  at  the 
chief  Port  of  his  Kingdom,  was  well  re-, 
ceived,  and  prote&ed,  and  there  difpofed 
of  her  whole  Cargo. 

I  N  OJlend  you  behold  a  Face  of  Free-, 
dom  and  Profperity,  not  commonly  feen 
in  foreign  Countries,  Holland  excepted, 
with  a  Grandeur  in  all  their  publick  Edi¬ 
fices  fuitable  thereto,  which,  joined  to 
their  clean,  regular,  and  well-pav’d  Streets, 
fine  Buildings,  Fertility  of  the  adjacent 
Lands,  and  Neighbourhood  of  the  Britijh 
Ocean,  renders  it  one  of  the  moft  delight¬ 
ful  Towns  I  have  feen  abroad. 

HERE  turning  .due  Eaft,  I  travelled 
on  the  Banks  of  a  famous  Canal  to  Bru¬ 
ges ,  a  large,  rich,  and  exceeding  ftrong 
Town,  fituate  on  the  beft  Soil  of  all  Flan¬ 
ders,  and  bleft  with  a  free,  healthful  Air  ; 
the  Markets  are  well  ftored  with  all  Sorts 

of 
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of  fubftantial  Provifions ;  nor  are  the 
mo  ft  delicate  at  a  Lofs  here  ;  for,  be- 
fides  the  great  Variety  of  Fifh  and  Fowl, 
there  is  almoft  every  other  Thing  that 
is  curious.  However,  what,  in  my  hum¬ 
ble  Opinion,  crowns  all,  and  renders  it 
moft  agreable  to  an  Englijhman ,  is  a  brave 
Spirit  of  Freedom,  not  commonly  feen  in 
foreign  Countries,  with  that  Balfam  of 
human  Life,  the  beft  of  Converfation, 

HERE  are  a  great  many  fine  publick 
Edifices,  particularly  the  Stadthoufe,  which 
is  reckoned  an  extraordinary  Pile  of  Build¬ 
ing,  fronting  the  Grand  Market.  Their 
Churches  are  numerous,  magnificent,  and 
exceeding  richly  adorned,  not  only  here, 
but  throughout  all  Flanders ,  abounding 
with  Shrines,  Images,  and  Crucifixes  of 
Gold  and  Silver,  ornamented  with  Dia¬ 
monds,  and  other  pcecious  Stones  ;  nor  is 
the  Beauty  and  Variety  of  their  Painting 
to  be  exprefled ;  however,  by  none  ex¬ 
ceeded. 

IN  travelling  two  Pofts  more  I  came 
to  Gaunt ,  another  eminent,  rich,  and 
beautiful  City  of  Flanders ,  every  way 
equal  to,  if  not  furpafting,  Bruges ;  is 
famous  for  the  Birth-Place  of  the  great 

C  John 
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John  of  Gaunt,  Duke  of  Lane  after,  fo  often 
mentioned  in  the  Englijh  Hiftories. 

FROM  hence  I  paffed  thro’  a  pleafant 
Country,  by  the  Banks  of  a  large  River, 
to  Dendermond,  a  pretty  fmall  Town  on 
the  Road  to  Mechlyn ,  a  famous,  large, 
rich,  and  flourilhing  City,  particularly 
remarkable  for  its  extraordinary  Manu¬ 
factory  of  fine  Lace,  which  is  generally 
fuppofed  to  excel  any  in  Europe .  Here  is 
likewife  held  a  grand  Court  of  Judicature, 
where  all  Caufes,  from  the  lower  Parts  of 
Germany,  are  determined,  as  thofe  of  the 
Higher  are  at  Breftaw,  the  chief  City  of 
Silefta . 

ME  C  HL  T N  has  always  been  rec¬ 
kon’d  the  Capital  City  of  Brabant ,  and, 
I  think,  very  defervedly,  notwithftand- 
ing  BruJJe/s  is  the  Seat  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment.  It  is  moft  delightfully  fituate, 
has  a  beautiful  River  flows  through  the 
Town,  with  fever al  fine  Canals,  whereby 
a  cheap  and  eafy  Communication  is  had 
to  all  the  confiderable  Towns  in 
Brabant,  Flanders,  and  Holland.  Here 
are  in  this  City  a  great  many  exquifite 
Buildings,  viz .  Churches,  Cloyfters,  Nun¬ 
neries,  &V.  being  all  of  the  Romifli  Com¬ 
munion. 


THE 
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THE  Cardinal  Bifhop  who  relides  here* 
has  a  molt  magnificent  Palace*  as  hath 
feveral  other  Perfons  of  Diltin&ion*  a  par¬ 
ticular  Defcription  of  all  which  would  be 
exceeding  tedious*  nor  would  it  anfwer 
the  End*  either  of  my  intended  Brevity* 
or  your  Patience :  However*  I  mull  not 
forget  to  inform  you*  that*  a  few  Towns 
in  England  excepted*  it  is  accounted  the 
molt  noted  Place  in  Europe  for  good  Beer  ; 
they  have  it  of  two  Sorts*  viz.  White 
and  Brown*  and  I  do  allure  you  both  an- 
fwereth  the  Charafter  given. 

AFTER  1 8  Days  Stay  I  took  leave 
of  this  charming  City*  in  order  to  profe- 
cute  my  Journey  to  Cologn  on  the  Rhine * 
travelling  12  Englijh  Miles  on  a  Itrait* 
well-pav’d  Road*  without  any  thing  to 
intercept  the  Sight*  to  the  ancient  City  of 
Louvain *  an  Univerfity*  and  formerly  the 
chief  City  of  the  Country*  is  at  this  Day 
very  conliderable*  only  the  Houfes  are  old- 
falhioned*  Streets  narrow*  and  the  Forti¬ 
fications  falling  to  Ruin*  which  eclipfes 
its  Grandeur  *  but  however*  it  is  reckon’d 
a  rich*  flourilhing  Town*  well  watered* 
and  fur  rounded  with  delightful  riling 
Hills*  from  whence  you  have  a  very  ex- 
fenfiye  Profpeft  over  Brabant  even  into

Flanders ,  a  rich,  even  Country,  crouded 
with  fine  Towns,  and  adorned  with  Pina- 
cles  and  lofty  Towers,  which  feem  to 
kifs  the  Clouds. 

FROM  Louvain  I  pafifed  thro’  Tihnont, 
a  fmall,  indifterent-well-built  Town,  and 
pleafantly  fituated ;  but  the  Fortifi¬ 
cations,  which  formerly  were  very  con* 
fiderable,  are  now  in  utter  Ruin  ;  then 
thro’  St.  Trail  and  Tongre,  confiderable 
Market  Towns  on  the  Road  to  Maftricht* 
a  famous  City  fo  named,  from  its  Situa¬ 
tion  on  the  River  Maefe ,  is  the  ftrongeft, 
largeft,  and  every  way  the  moft  confide¬ 
rable  of  all  this  Country,  and  fubjefl:  to 
Holland . 

A  few  Miles  below  Maflrichty  I  ferry ’d 
over  the  River,  traverfing  that  rich  and 
pleafant  Country,  lying  between  the 
Maefe  and  Rhine ,  but  came  near  no  confi¬ 
derable  Town  ’till  I  arriv’d  at  Cologn  j  for 
I  left  the  City  of  Juliers  fome  Miles  on 
the  Right  Hand. 

HERE  I  was  obliged  to  change  both 
my  Money  and  Language,  neither  being 
current  any  farther ;  nay,  fcarce  intelli¬ 
gible  here ;  for,  from  the  Time  I  left 
France ,  I  had  heard  nothing  but  Flemijh , 

an 
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an  uncouth  Mixture  of  French,  Hollandfjh , 
and  High-Dutch,  nor  feen  any  other  Silyer 
Money  than  their  Prommiflbr  Shillings, 
a  broad,  thin  Piece,  fomewhat  refembling 
a  Queen  Elizabeth's  Shilling,  but  not  fo 
good  Metal ;  for  thofe  are  very  bad,  how¬ 
ever  current  quite  thro’  the  United  Pro¬ 
vinces,  and  their  Neighbourhood,  for  7 
Pence,  or  Stivers. 

HERE  their  Language  is  High-Dutch , 
but  they  fpeak  it  very  imperfectly.  Their 
Coins  are  numerous  and  various,  but  in 
general  very  bad  ;  the  beft  and  moft  uni- 
verfal  is  their  Copjiicks  and  Batfa'sj  the 
firft  is  tolerable  Silver,  and  worth  about 
Ten  Pence  Englijh,  for  which  it  currently 
pafteth  thro’  all  the  middle  Part  of  Ger¬ 
many,  the  other  goes  as  Univerfally  for 
Two  Pence ;  but  in  intrinfick  Value  is 
not  worth  one  fourth  part  fo  much. 

C  0  LO  GN  is  generally  reckon’d  the 
largeft  City  in  all  Germany,  and  the  beft 
fitaate  ;  for,  befides  the  rich  Soil  of  the 
Neighbourhood,  and  great  Plenty  of 
Wines,  the  Walls  of  it  are  walhed  by  the 
famous  River  Rhine,  whereby  it  may  have 
a  cheap  and  eafy  Communication  thro’ 
the  beft  Part  of  the  Empire,  Holland,  &c . 
and  are  certainly  capable  of  carrying  on 

a  very 
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a  very  confiderable  Trade,  tho’  I  do  not 
find  that  they  much  regard  it. 

I  made  thefe  farther  Obfervations,  that 
in  this  large  City  you  fee  no  regular, 
well-pav’d  Streets,  and  very  few  hand- 
fome  Houfes  ;  for  if  one  walks  out  in  the 
Night,  he  runs  the  Rifque  of  breaking 
his  Neck,  Legs,  or  Arms  ;  and  for  the 
Houfes,  they  are  large  enough,  and  not 
much  unlike  fo  many  Prifons,  the  Win¬ 
dows  being  ftrongly  barrocaded  with  Iron, 
as  indeed  they  are  throughout  Flanders 
and  Brabant ;  there  they  are  handfomely 
fet  off  and  adorned,  but  here  very  clumfy 
and  dark  within. 

IN  Cologn  you  have  the  greateft  Num¬ 
ber  of  Churches  and  Beggars  of  any 
Town  of  its  Magnitude  in  Europe ,  if  not 
in  the  whole  World  ;  of  the  firft  you  have 
365,  and  of  the  latter  innumerable  ;  for 
it  is  impoffible  for  a  Perfon  to  walk  out 
in  the  Streets  without  being  furrounded, 
nay,  crouded  with  them  immediately, 
that  it  is  a  publick  Nuilance  ;  and  I  have 
often  wondered  fhould  fo  long  efcape  the 
Cenfure  of  the  Magiftrates. 

T  H  O’  this  is  the  Capital  City,  and 
gives  Title  to  the  Eleftor,  yet  I  find  he 

has 
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has  not  much  Power  therein,  nor  does  he 
ever  refide  here,  but  always  at  Bonn ,  oi 
which  City  he  is  Bifliop.  ’Tis  about  forty 
Miles  hence.  Here  is  the  largeft  and 
mo  ft  beautiful  flying  Bridge  crofs  the 
Rhine,  that  I  imagine  is  to  be  feen  in 
the  World  at  this  Day. 

I  had  almoft  forgot,  that  the  Even* 
ing  before  I  departed  hence,  M.  IV—— 
your  old  Neighbour,  having  been  to 
vifit  fome  Acquaintance  of  his.  Natives 
of  the  Town,  whom  he  had  formerly 
entertained  handfomely  in  London ,  upon 
his  return,  was  in  a  mighty  Paflion,  ow¬ 
ing,  I  fuppofe,  to  the  cold  Treatment 
he  met  with,  and  two  or  three  Falls  he 
had  got  in  walking  along  their  mifera- 
ble,  ill-pav’d  Streets,  immediately  wrote 
on  the  Table  the  following  Lines,  which 
I  copied. 

Cologn,  thou  Sink-hole  oftheGz rman  Rhine 9 
Unpleafant ,  and  unhealth  fid  is  thy  Soil ; 
Rude  and  unnatural  are  thy  Natives  here? 
Giving  Re/pect  to  none ,  but  Juch  as  bear 
Hellijh-like  Minds ,  and  a  /editions  Air .

FROM  C ologn  I  travelled  clireftly  to 
Brankfort  on  the  Main ,  about  100  Miles, 

thro' 
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thro’  a  mountainous,  woody  Country, 
but  no  confiderable  Towns.  5Tis  the 
Territories  of  the  Elector  Pa/atine 
of  the  Rhine ;  and  tho’  it  ftiews  fo  dif- 
mal  a  rugged  Face,  I  was  every  now  and 
then  agreeably  furpriz’d  with  a  delight¬ 
ful  Village,  furrounded  with  Vineyards, 
which  produce  an  excellent  Renijh  IVine* 

FR  AN K FO R  T  on  the  Main  is  the 
moft  renowned  City  of  the  whole  Ger¬ 
man  Empire,  tho’  not  the  largeft;  it  is 
govern’d  folely  by  its  own  Magiftrates, 
and  defended  by  its  own  Soldiers,  thence 
called  a  free,  imperial  City ;  but  alas ! 
their  Freedom,  if  it  be  fo  termed,  is  the 
moft  faint  Glimmering  of  any  thing 
I  have  ever  known  pals  under  that  Ap¬ 
pellation. 

HOWEVER,  it  is  a  clean,  regular, 
well-built  Town,  has  an  extraordinary 
Situation  on  a  navagable  River,  which  a 
little  lower  falls  into  the  Rhine ,  is  fur- 
rounded  with  moft  delightful  Vinyards, 
and  bleft  with  a  flouriftiing  Trade  ;  which 
agreeable  Articles  caufeth  a  great  Num¬ 
ber  of  the  firft  Rank  Nobility  to  refide 
there. 


AFTER 
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AFTER  I  had  difpatch’d  my  Bufi- 
nefs  at  Frankfort,  I  made  a  Tour  thro’ 
the  Country  of  Hejfe-Cajfel,  the  Ele£k>- 
rate’s  of  Saxony  and  Brandenburgh ,  the 
Dukedom  of  Meckleburgh ,  and  Part  of 
the  Territories  of  Hanover  and  Denmark , 
in  my  way  to  England.  I  fhall  give  you 
a  brief  Account  of  my  Journey,  and  then 
proceed  to  my  fecond  Article  oi  your 
Demands  concerning  Government. 

From  Franckfort  I  travelled  North 
Eaft  to  Eifenach,  traverfing  the  Ter¬ 
ritories  of  Hefs-Cajfel,  which  is  a  moun¬ 
tainous  woody  Country,  palling  through 
no  confiderable  Town  only  Fullda ,  a 
fmall  handfome  City,  where  I  had  a  good 
deal  of  Pleafure  in  viewing  the  beautiful 
Monaftry,  fine  Churches,  and  the  mag¬ 
nificent  Palace  of  the  Abbot,  which  fur- 
paffeth  in  Grandeur  every  Thing  of  the 
Kind  in  that  rugged  Country. 

T  W  A  S  in  Travelling  the  laid  hun¬ 
dred  Miles,  that  I  was  firft  made  aquaint- 
ed  with  a  Dutch  Bed  #,  on  which  I  mull 

D  own 


*  A  Dutch  Bed,  is  nothing  more  than  clean  Straw, 
fpread  on  the  Ground,  in  the  Stoves  of  all  inns,  with  a 
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own  I  very  comfortably  fiept,  owing  to 
the  Warmth  of  their  Stoves  *  at  that 
cold  Seafon.  Eifenach  is  a  large  hand- 
fome  City,  but  fituate  in  a  very  mountain¬ 
ous  Country,  furrounded  with  barren, 
rocky  Hills,  even  frightful  to  behold, 
is  the  firft  in  Saxony ,  but  fubjefl:  to  its 
own  Earl* 

I  HAD  no  fooner  left  Eifenach ,  in 
order  to  profecute  my  Journey  to  Magde^ 
burgh ,  then  I  found  myfelf  agreeably  dif- 
ingaged  of  thofe  difmal  Rocks,  Woods, 
and  Mountains,  I  had  with  fo  much  Dif¬ 
ficulty 


coarfe  Sheet  upon  it,  and  a  Pillow  for  the  Head ;  they 
require  no  Covering,  owing  to  the  extraordinary  Heat  of 
the  Stove,  which  continues  all  Night  j  nor,  indeed,  do 
they  ftrip  any  more  than  their  Shoes  and  Coat  *  lying  pro- 
mi  feu  ou  II  y  Men  and  Women,  as  they  happen  more  early 
or  late  to  go  to  Reft.  And  this  is  the  common  Recep¬ 
tion  for  Travellers  throughout  the  whole  Empire,  except 
in  their  capital  Cities,  where  Beds  may  be  procured. 

#  A  Stove  is  a  large  Room,  at  the  mold  convenient 
Corner  whereof,  is  what  they  call  a  Cock-loufe,  i.  e.  a 
Building  commonly  about  ieven  Feet  high,  fix  Feet 
long,  and  tw;o  Feet  broad,  hollow  within  ;  the  Sides  are 
■generally  made  of  Holland's,  Tries,  or  Plates  of  run  Iron, 
ornamented  varioufly  as  Fancy  dictates,  in  the  Cavity 
whereof  is  a  large  Fire  of  Wood,  which  immediately 
warms  the  whole  Room,  to  the  great  Surprife  of  every 
Stranger  to  that  Cuftom,  being  they  fee  no  Fire,  for  the 
Mouth  of  the  Cock-loufe*  or  Oven,  is  in  another  Room  , 
It  is  a  neat  lerviceable  Cuftom,  and  does  much  better  in 
thofe  cold  Countries  than  Fires, 
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ficulty  furmountedj  and  landed,  as  it 
were,  in  a  fine,  open,  fertile  Country, 
crowded  with  handfome  Villages,  and 
adorned  with  feveral  fine  Cities,  whofe 
Pinacles,  and  lofty  Towers,  (hewing 
themlelves  at  a  Diftance,  made  me  al~ 
moft  imagine  myfelf  in  North  amt  onJhire3 
or  fome  other  delightful  County  in 
England ;  fo  far  does  Saxony  excel  every 
Part  of  High-Germany. 

I N  traverfing  this  fine  champion 
Country,  I  had  the  Pleafure  of  viewing 
fome  of  their  chief  Cities,  viz,  Saxe-Gotha* 
Effort ,  and  Hall  y  the  laft  is  a  famous 
Univerfity,  delightfully  fituate  on  the 
River  Elbe ,  and  fubjeft  to  the  King  of 
PruJJia .  Then  turning  fomewhat  to  the 
left,  I  palfed  thro’  Mansfield ,  a  fmall 
inconfiderable  Place,  but,  remarkable  for 
an  extraordinary  Copper  Mine.  The 
King  of  PruJJia  hath  Troops  in  the 
Town,  but  has  no  Profits  of  the  Mines, 
as  I  have  been  informed,  they  are  fecured 
to  the  Earl  of  Mansfield ,  who  hath  a 
ftrong  old  Caftle  fituate  upon  a  Rock, 
overlooking  both  Town  and  Country  for 
feveral  Miles  round. 
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THEN  thro’  Jlfoerjlaben,  Saltz,  and 
i Shencbeck,  confiderable  Market  Towns  on 
the  Road  to  Magdeburgh  ;  one  of  the  moft 
famous  Cities  in  all  the  King  of  Prujfia',s 
Dominions,  delightfully  fituate  on  the 
River  Elbe ,  whereon  they  carry  a  very 
confiderable  Trade  to  Hamburg ,  Leipjick , 
JDrefden ,  even  all  Saxony,  and  Part  of 
Bohemia :  The  Town  is  exceeding  well 
built,  has  fine  fpacious  Streets,  handfome 
Churches,  and  a  noble  Bridge  crofs  the 
Elbe,  which  joins  the  Town  and  Citadel, 
and  is  certainiy  one  of  the  bell:  fortified 
Places  in  Europe . 

FROM  Magdeburgh,  I  paffed  thro’ 
the  fmall  Cities  of  Bourk  and  Ganteen ,  on 
the  Road  to  Brandenburgh,  but  found  a 
quite  different  Face  of  the  Country  than 
what  I  hadfeen  in  the  laft  120  Miles; 
for  here  it  is  mighty  level,  full  of  Lakes 
and  Rivers,  by  the  Sides  of  which  it  is 
very  fenny:  The  reft  is  woody,  and,  in 
general,  fo  extream  fandy,  not  only  in 
this  Part,  but  throughout  the  whole 
Electorate,  that  when  there  is  a  High- 
Wind  it  will  naturally  drift  like  Snow; 
and  I  have  often  heard  the  Farmers  with 
for  a  calm,  moift  Seed-time,  otherwife 

the 
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the  Corn  would  be  all  blown  away  and 
loft. 


B  RAND E NB URGH  was  formerly 
the  chief  City  of  the  Country,  is  at  pre- 
fent  pretty  confiderable,  but  ftill  on  the 
Decline,  owing  to  the  vaft  Increafe  of 
Potzdam ,  not  many  Miles  off ;  at  which 
Place,  or  Berlin ,  the  King  always  refides, 
but  there  doth  he  conftantly  keep  his 
own  Regiment  of  Tail-Men,  fever al  of 
which  are  upwards  of  feven  Feet  high ; 
at  prefent,  the  talleft  is  an  Irijh  Gentle¬ 
man  of  fome  Fortune,  whom  they  lately 
inveigled  into  that  Service,  under  falfe 
Pretences. 


/  BERLIN,  the  Capital  City  of  Bran - 
denburgh ,  and  the  ordinary  Seat  of  the 
Eleftor,  who,  as  Marquis  of  Newmark , 
Duke  of  Cleves ,  and  Pomerania ,  and  King 
of  PruJJia ,  may  be  juftly  ftiied  the  molt 
confiderable  of  all  the  German  Princes  : 
However,  thofe  who  r elide  in  the  Em¬ 
pire,  for  certainly  he  is  not  to  be  fup- 
pofed  equal  either  to  the  Eleftor  of 
Saxony ,  in  Cafe  he  was  peaceably  fix’d 
on  the  Throne  of  Poland ,  or  the  Prince 
of  Hefs-Cajfel ,  as  King  of  Sweden ,  much 
lefs  to  our  own  moft  Gracious  Sovereign^ 
the  Elector  of  Hanover  j  notwithftanding 
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he  hath  a  more  numerous  Army  than 
any  one  of  the  Three. 

HERE  he  hath  a  moft  elegant  and 
fpacious  Palace  within  the  Walls  of 
Berlin ,  in  that  Part  of  it  call’d  Coin  on  the 
Spree ;  which  River  pafiingthro’  the  very 
Center  of  the  City,wafheth  the  Foundation 
of  that  magnificent  Caftle,  and  is  after¬ 
wards  joined  at  the  Diftance  of  about 
500  Yards  by  the  H angle,  a  fine  naviga¬ 
ble  River,  which  renders  it  a  moft  de¬ 
lightful  Situation,  efpecially  before  the 
prefen  t  King  deftroyed  the  renowned 
ffieafure  Garden,  lying  between  the  two 
Rivers,  in  order  to  form  a  Parade  Place 
for  the  Soldiers. 

THIS  City,  including  its  Suburbs, 
Is  the  largeft  in  all  Germany ,  Vienna 
excepted  j  nor  is  it  much  inferior  to  that 
Capitol  of  the  Empire.  It  is  within  the 
Walls,  clean,  regular,  and  magnificently 
built  j  and,  tho’  generally  of  Timber, 
yet  the  Houfes  are  handfomely  painted  on 
the  Outfides,  and  every  way  fo  ellegant- 
ly  iet  off,  and  adorned  in  the  Nature  of 
Free-ftone  Work,  that,  I  muff  own,  I 
was  never  more  fur  prized  then  when  let 
into  the  Secret  of  their  Manner  of  Builds 
ing. 
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H  E  REj  and  at  federal  other  Towns 
of  the  Eleftorate,  they  have  a  very  eon* 
fiderable  Woollen  Manufactory,  parti¬ 
cularly  at  Ruppin  Frankfort  on  the  Oder, 
&c.  where  they  make  an  ordinary  coarfe 
Cloth  enoughs  to  cloath  not  only  the 
P ruffian  Army,  confrfting  of  about 
100,000  Men,  but  they  have,  within  a 
few  Years,  furnifhed  vaft  Quantities  to 
the  Mufcovites ,  ufed  for  the  fame  Pur* 
pofe  of  cloathing  the  Army. 

I  N  Berlin ,  I  reckon  one  fourth  Part 
of  the  Inhabitants  to  be  French ,  who,  on 
Account  of  Religion,  have  chofe  to  fo- 
journ  in  that  Proteftant  Country.  The 
Language  is  likewife  mightily  in  Vogue  ; 
there  are  very  tew  Citizens  but  what  fpeak 
French  ;  though  High  Dutch ,  their  Natu¬ 
ral  Language,  is  faid  to  be  fpoken  with 
the  greateft  Purity  here,  and  at  Leipfck $ 
of  any  Part  of  Germany . 

THE  nob! eft  Equeftrian  Statue  of 
Copper  that  I  have  ever  feen,  or  that  is 
generally  fupposM  to  be  in  Europe ,  ftands 
on  the  grand  Bridge  by  the  Palace  ;  ?Tis 
of  the  Ele&or  Frederi ck-Wil Ham ,  Son  of 
George^JVilliam ,  Grandfather  to  the  pre¬ 
fen  t  King.  I  was  fo  curious  as  to  copy 
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the  Infcription  ;  but  that,  with  feveral 
other  valuable  Papers,  I  had  the  Misfor¬ 
tune  to  lofe  in  my  Paffage  to  London * 

A  F  T  E  R  I  had  been  here  fome  Time, 
and  had  feen  the  Court,  the  Arfenai  of 
Arms,  the  Royal  Society,  the  Aftrono- 
mical  Obfervatory,  the  Anatomital  Cham¬ 
ber,  Things  highly  Curious,  I  was 
preparing  to  fet  out  for  Dantzick  ;  but 
receiv’d  an  Invitation  to  ftay  and  fee  the 
Review,  which  happen’d  the  enfuing 
Week:  There  was  about  12,000  Men, 
exclufive  of  the  Houfars ,  review’d  ;  where, 
I  muft  own,  it  was  furprifing  to  fee  their 
extraordinary  Dexterity  in  Exercifing, 
and  quick,  exaCt  Firing  ;  but  much  more 
fo,  to  behold  fuch  a  fine  Collection  of 
tall  Men,  and  to  refleft  upon  their  daily 
Hardfhips  and  Fatigues,  and  the  mifera- 
ble  Pay  of  Fourteen  #  Pence  every  five 
Days,  which,  without  Bread,  or  any 
other  Advantage,  is  all  they  have  to  fub- 
lift  upon  >  and  not  only  fo,  but  almoft 
one  half  of  the  Army  are  Foreigners,  who 
have  been  accuftomed  to  live  in  a  quite 
different  Manner  from  any  thing  in  this 
barren,  cold  Country. 


*  The  King’s  Pay  is  Eight  Chrofhens  every  five  Days, 
which  anfwereth  exa&ly  to  our  Fourteen  Pence.

FROM  Berlin  I  paffed  thro '  *  Spandozv, 
in  my  Way  to  Ruppin ,  a  large,  hand- 
lome  Town,  fituate  on  the  Side  of  a 
Lake,  where  the  Prince  Royal’s  Regi¬ 
ment  commonly  lies  in  Garrifon  ;  here  I 
flayed  fome  time,  having  often  the  Ho¬ 
nour  of  that  Prince’s  Converfation  ;  who 
is  in  Stature  fomewhat  under  the  middle 
Size,  well  fhap’d,  and  of  a  beautiful, 
majeftick  Countenance  ;  but  it  is  the 
Beauties  of  the  Mind  that  renders  him 
the  Darling  of  the  People,  both  *f*  Soldiers 

E  and 


*  Spandow  is  famous  for  the  ftrongell;  Prifon  in  the 
whole  Country  :  It  is  much  after  the  Nature  of  the  Tower 
of  London,  and  is  often  vifited,  as  is  a  Place  called  Cuf- 
trein,  by  Perfons  of  the  firft  Rank,  yea  even  the  Blood 
Royal. 

f  No  Foreigner,  who  is  a  Soldier  in  this  Country,  is 
ever  allowed  to  go  out  of  the  Gates  of  the  City  where  they 
are  quarter’d,  unlefs  when  the  whole  Regiment  is  order’d 
to  march  ;  nor  are  they  allowed  to  write  to  any  ol  their 
Friends  out  of  the  Country  ;  they  mult  exercile  twice  a 
Week  the  Year  thro’,  and  every  Day  ( Sundays  excepted) 
for  three  Months  together  in  the  Spring.  They  mufl:  be 
in  their  Quarters  at  Eight  o’  Clock  every  Night,  when  off 
of  the  Guard  (nor  have  they  ever  more  than  two  Nights 
free)  and  there  abide  until  fix  next  Morning,  on  Pain  of 
the  fevered  Punifhments  5  at  both  which  Times,  they  are 
vifited  by  under  Officers  ;  nor  are  they,  notwithftanding  all 
thofe  HardfhipSj  ever  able  to  quit  the  Country  by  Dilfer- 
tion,  or  other  wife  ;  for,  as  they  are  vifited  every  Night 
and  Morning,  if  any  one  is  milling,  not  only  the  City, 
but  the  whole  Country  is  prefently  alarmed  by  ringing  of 
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and  Subjefts,  who  entertain  the  moft 
fanguine  Hopes  of  their  future  Happinefs 
from  his  many  rare  and  excellent  Quali¬ 
ties. 

HIS  Regiment  is  reckoned  the  fecond 
talleff  in  the  Kingdom,  but  more  than 
half  of  the  Men  are  Foreigners,  gather¬ 
ed  from  all  Nations  of  Europe .  There 
is  in  that  Regiment,  to  my  Knowledge, 
eighteen  different  Languages. 

HERE,  turning  fomewhat  to  the 
Right,  I  travers’d  Pomerania ,  both  the 
PruJJIa's,  Royal  and  Ducal,  and  Cour- 
land ,  in  my  Way  to  Mofcovy  j  but  my 
Obfervations  on  the  Journey,  and  what  I 
met  with  remarkable  there,  would  be  too 
much  for  one  Letter,  therefore  fliall  only 
add  a  few  Words  more,  and  them  relat¬ 
ing  to  the  Journey,  on  my  Return  from 
hence  to  England ,  and  then  proceed  to 
give  a  very  brief  Account  of  the  other 
Articles. 


the  Bells,  &g.  and  a  competent  Number  of  People  are 
obliged,  Day  and  Night,  to  watch  in  the  Fields,  and 
fecure  all  Palfes  whatfoever  j  nor  dare  the  Natives  of  the 
Country,  either  aid  and  affilf  them,  or  even  be  privy  to 
their  Intention  of  Dilfertion,  on  Pain  of  Death  ,*  or  re¬ 
ceive  any  Letter  from  a  Soldier,  to  convey  it  out  of  the 
Country,  on  Pain  of  40  Shillings  Fine,  and  fo  many  Years 
Imprifonment,  as  the  General  lhall  think  fit. 

FROM 
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FROM  Ruppin,  in  my  Way  to  Ham¬ 
burgh,  I  travelled  upwards  of  One  hun¬ 
dred  Miles,  Part  in  the  Territories  of 
Brandenburgh,  and  Part  in  Mecklemburgh , 
palling  thro’  no  confiderable  Town,  but 
a  flat,  watry,  barren  Country,  until  I 
came  into  the  Neighbourhood  of  Lauen- 
burgh ,  a  rich,  flourifhing  Town,  fituate 
on  the  North  Side  of  the  River  Elbe ,  and 
fubjeft  to  our  moll:  Gracious  Sovereign 
King  GEORGE .  This  Town  is  as  it 
were,  a  Key  to  all  the  Trade  on  the  Ri¬ 
ver  Elbe .  Eaft  of  Hamburgh ,  viz ...  To 
Lubeck ,  and  moll:  Part  of  Mecklemburgh , 
the  Territories  of  Hanover ,  Brandenburgh , 
and  Saxony.  3Tis  built  much  like  Lin¬ 
coln  in  Eyigland ;  Part  of  it  on  a  high 
Hill,  from  whence  you  have  a  very  ex- 
tenlive  Profpeft  into  the  Electorate  of 
Hanover ,  with  a  full  View  of  Lunenburgh , 
fituate  alfo  on  a  Navigable  River,  about 
ten  Miles  off ;  Part  of  it  on  the  Defcent 
of  the  Hill,  and  Part  at  the  Bottom  along 
fide  the  Elbe ,  which  here  is  about  the 
Magnitude  of  the  River  Thames  at  London. 
Here  I  had  a  Angular  Pleafure  in  behold¬ 
ing  the  Liberty  and  Profperity  of  my 
Fellow  Subjefts,  and  in  hearing  their 
Prayers  and  tender  Willies  for  the  Health 
and  Profperity  of  their  Majefties,  the 
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Royal  Family,  and  the  whole  Englijh 
Nation  ;  every  Native,  whereof,  in  tra¬ 
velling  thro’  this  Country,  is  fhewn  the 
utmoft  Civilities  andRefpeft  by  all  Ranks 
of  People. 

FROM  Lanenburgh  I  took  a  Paffage 
on  Board  a  fmall  Veffel  to  Hamburgh ,  a 
City  fo  famous  and  well  known,  that  it 
would  be  mere  trifling  to  tell  you  it  is 
large,  rich,  well  built,  ftrong,  and  po¬ 
pulous,  without  attempting  a  particular 
Defcription  ;  and  that  (tho’  well  worth 
it)  I  lhall  not  do  here,  as  difagreeing 
with  my  intended  Brevity.  However,  1 
muff  obferve,  that  Altonna ,  about  a  Mile 
diftant,  and  fubjeft  to  the  King  of  Den¬ 
mark,  is  of  great  Detriment  to  the  Town. 
Moreover,  there  is  at  prefent  fome  Diffe¬ 
rence  between  the  fmall  Republick  and 
that  Monarch  ;  but  it  is  hop’d,  for  the 
Benefit  of  Trade,  &c.  thro’  the  good  Of¬ 
fices  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  it  will  foon 
be  accommodated. 

FROM  Hamburgh  I  had  a  quick 
and  profperous  Paffage,  being  no  more 
than  three  Days  at  Sea,  to  England ,  land¬ 
ing  at  London  Bridge  on  the  1 8th  of  No¬ 
vember,  1734,  o.  s. 


HAVING 
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HAVING  now  difpatch’d  the  firft, 
and  longeft  Article,  I  fhall  endeavour  to. 
convey  to  you  iome  general  Ideas  of  their 
Method  of  Governing  in  thofe  Countries ; 
which,  tho’  Chriftians,  and  in  our  own 
Neighbourhood,  as  I  may  fay,  yet  fome 
are  lo  furprizingly  tyrannical,  that  I  am 
not  able  adequately  to  defcribe  them  to 
you ;  but  fhall  p refen t  you  with  a  few 
Lines  wrote  by  a  young  Englijh  Gentle¬ 
man,  who  had  been  forcibly  detain’d  in 
the  Country  feveral  Months :  However, 
I  had  the  good  Fortune  to  conduft  him 
fafe  to  this  happy  Ifland,  at  once  the 
Glory  and  Envy  of  Europe ;  which  he 
has  excellently  fet  forth,  under  the  Title 
of  The  Blifsful  Realm  :  A  beautiful  Thing, 
which  he,  perhaps,  will  foon  be  prevail¬ 
ed  with  to  publiftn 

AFTER  having  difplay’d  the  Glo¬ 
ry’s  of  the  Britijh  Conftitutions,  and  the 
peculiar  Happinefs  of  the  Englijh  Nation, 
he  goes  on  : 

There  s  Store  of  Blijs ,  unknown  to  Foreign  Lands 
Where  Tyrants  rule ,  a?id  that  with  Iron  Hands ; 
Whoje  vicious  Will  is  all  the  Law  they  ufe , 

And  their  pretended  Juftice  an  Abufe 
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Of  all  that's  juft ,  whofe  Mercy's  Cruelty 
Tea  far  exceeds  the  Turks  Barbarity . 

Such  is  the  Land ,  alas  !  wherein  I  mourn , 

To  every  Brute  and  native  Slave  a  Scorn  ; 

And  fuch  the  M~ - -  who  doth  govern  here. 

That ,  in  the  Univerfe ,  there's  not  his  Peer  •, 

The  Turk  may  here  new  Ways  of  Torture  learn , 
Nor  is  the  favage  Tartar  half  fo  ftern  •, 

Did  Slaves  of  Sallee  under  ft  and  our  Pain , 

They'd  hug  their  Chains,  and  beg  there  to  remain. 

They  would  not  change  Morocco  for  B - , 

Nor  their  more  happy  Sallee  for  R -  ; 

Where  Slaves  of  Rank  and  every  Nation  cry , 
Opprefs'd  with  various  Tortures ,  beg  to  die . 

But  oh,  alas !  in  vain  >  referv' d  to  be 
A  living  Monument  of  Tyranny, 

Unknown  on  Earth  till  now,  — — -&c. 

THE  Government  of  all  thofe  Coun¬ 
tries  and  Principalities  I  have  travers’d, 
is  Arbitrary  ,  the  Lives  and  Fortunes  of 
the  People  being  fubjeft  to  the  capricious 
Will  and  Difpoial  or  their  refpeftive  So¬ 
vereigns,  who  fometimes,  in  a  moft  cruel 
Manner,  tyrannizes  over  both.  At  pre- 
fent,  that  of  France ,  in  my  humble  Opi¬ 
nion,  is  the  moft  Mild  and  Juft,  owing 
to  the  generous  Difpofition  of  that  Mo¬ 
narch,  and  the  Lenity  of  his  prefent  Mi- 
niftry.  That  of  Flanders  and  Brabant , 
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tho?  under  an  abfolute  Power*  is  certainly 
the  mo  ft  happy  ;  but,  I  fuppofe,  they  do 
not  attribute  it  fo  much  to  any  divine 
Quality  in  the  prefent  Em-— r,  as  to  their 
lucky  Situation  ;  who,  if  he  were  to  ufe 
them  as  he  does  fome  other  of  his  Here- 
ditary  Dominions,  might  fancy  the  Hol¬ 
landers  empaiPd  Lion,  or  the  French  Lilly , 
every  whit  as  good  an  Ornament  over  the 
Doors  of  their  Stadt-Houfes,  as  a  cloven 
Headed  Eagle  ,  tho’,  perhaps,  one  fingle 
Orange,  might  be  their  beft  Choice* 

THOSE  of  the  Eleftors  of  Cologn, 
Palatine ,  Saxony ,  and  Brandenburgh,  are, 
doubtlefs,  all  of  them  miferable  enough  ; 
but  I  am  apt  to  imagine  the  laft  is  the 
moft  fo  :  However,  in  all  my  Travels 
thro’  Europe ,  or  AJta,  I  have  met  with 
nothing  that  could  be  deemed  its  Parallel^ 
whether  one  regard  Subjefts  or  Soldiers ; 
as  I  fhall,  under  the  Articles  of  Liberty 
and  Property,  more  fully  inform  you* 

THAT  of  Hanover  is  as  abfolute  as 
the  reft,  and  the  Inhabitants  every  Way 
as  obnoxious  to  Slavery  ;  pardon  the  Ex- 
preftion,  for  1  know  no  other  Word  fo 
adequate  to  the  Condition  of  moft  fo¬ 
reign  Countries  ;  and  was  it  not  that  they 
are  blefs’d  with  a  Prince  whofe  Mindvis 

embellilh’d 
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embellifh’d  with  Wifdom,  the  generous 
Principles  of  Humanity,  and  every  other 
Virtue,  which  makes  him  the  Objeft  of 
univerfal  Love  and  Praife,  they  might 
have  no  Reaion  to  laugh  at  their  Neigh¬ 
bours. 

THE  Government  of  Mecklemburgh , 
owing  to  the  unhappy  Conduct  of  Duke 
Charles  Leopoldus ,  is  moft  miferable  ;  be¬ 
ing  opprefs’d  on  one  Side  with  grievous 
Taxes,  in  order  to  fupport  that  Prince  ; 
and  as  deplorably  harrafs’d  on  the  other, 
with  the  perpetual  Inroads  of  foreign 
Troops,  in  Favour  of  his  Brother,  Duke 
Chriftian.  ’Tis  true,  this  is  an  accidental 
Calamity  at  prefent;  but  however,  at  beft 
it  is  Arbitrary,  and  of  the  fame  Stamp 
with  the  foregoing  ;  as  is  alfo  Denmark . 
And  tho’  it  be  the  univerfal  Chara&er  of 
that  Monarch  to  have  the  Welfare  of  his 
Subjects  very  much  at  Heart,  yet,  I  doubt 
not,  but  there  are  feveral  Inftances  of  op- 

Jjrellive  Cruelties,  for  want  of  thofe  whole- 
ome  Laws,  the  Security  of  that  Liberty 
and  Property  which  we  enjoy.  And  tho’ 
they  may  not  appear  very  extraordinary 
to  People  who  have  always  been  govern¬ 
ed  under  a  defpotic  Powder,  yet,  doubt- 
lefs,  to  an  Rnglijhman>  as  the  greateft  Bar¬ 
barities. 

I  fhall 
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1  {hall  now  proceed  to  the  3d  Article 
of  your  Demands  ;  viz.  Concerning  Li¬ 
berty  and  Property,  not  only  as  they  are 
in  themfelves,  but  compared  with  us. 
But  Firft,  I  Ihould  be  glad’ to  understand 
what  you  mean  by  that  Exprellion,  As 
they  are  in  themfelves.  It  you  mean 
in  what  Latitude  they  themfelves,  k  e. 
the  Natives  of  thofe  Countries  enjoy  thole 
two  invaluable  Bleifings,  I  will  endeavour 
to  fatisfy  your  Curiofity  ;  and  it  will  alio 
convey  to  you,  at  the  fame  Time,  the 
belt  Idea  of  their  Method  of  governing.- 

FIRST  then,  I  mud  obfe'rvef  that  the 
unhappy  People  of  thofe  Countries  are 
fo  deftitute  of  Liberty  and  Property,  and 
the  Military  Power  lo  arbitrary  in  feme 
of  them,  that  I  have  feen  a  Burgo-Ma- 
fter,  that  is  the  Mayor  of  a  City,  fent  in 
Arreft  by  a  Captain  for  the  leaft  Trifle  ; 
and  for  the  ordinary  Citizens,  it  is  com¬ 
mon  to  be  fo  ferv’d  for  any  Affront  to 
the  moft  inferior  Officer.  Their  Puriiih- 
ment,  in  a  certain  Kingdom,  is  generally 
Barbeering,  as  they  term  it  ;  that  is, 
twx)  or  three  Soldiers  holds  the  Perfori 
intended  to- be  fhav’d,  whilft  another,  with 
a  rough  Stone,  rubs  his  Beard  until  the 
Blood  very  plentifully  follows.  As  this  is  a 
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Torture  nolefs  fharp  than  uncommon,  and 
what  I  have  often  feen,  I  chofe  to  men¬ 
tion  it  5  and  to  affure  you,  that  tho’  the 
Perfon  be  of  ever  fo  good  Credit,  or  Cir- 
cumftance,  he  can  have  no  Redrefs.  In 
thofe  Countries  there  is  no  Appeal  to  a 
Court  of  Judicature,  where  a  learned 
Judge,  and  Twelve  of  your  Neighbours, 
have  a  lull  Power  to  do  you  Juftice,  and 
punifh  the  Offenders  :  No,  here  is  nothing 
but  a  tame  Submillion  ;  and  to  endeavour, 
as  much  as  poffible,  to  be  in  the  good 
Graces  of  all  Officers,  both  Civil  and  Mi¬ 
litary,  who  derive  their  Authority  im¬ 
mediately  from  the  Sovereign  ;  for  thefe 
commonly  join  Interefts,  in  order  to  fup- 
port  the  petty  Tyrannies  of  each  other; 
and  if  you  mould  attempt  to  complain 
( for  that  is  all  you  can  be  allow’d  to  do) 
to  any  fuperior  Power,  your  expefted 
Redrefs  commonly  terminates  in  your  own 
Deftruftion. 

THERE  is,  furthermore,  thefe  great 
Oppreilions  from  the  Army,  which  I  have 
not  touch’d  upon  ;  that  in  all  Cities,  eve¬ 
ry  Burgher,  or  Houfe-keeper,  are  obliged 
to  have  two,  three,  or  more  Soldiers,  ac¬ 
cording  to  their  Ability,  in  Quarters  ; 
finding  them  in  Beds,  and  all  other  Con- 
veniencies.  Nor  are  the  Country  People, 
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or  Villagers,  lefs  harafs’d,  who  are  forc’d 
to  furniih  Straw  and  Provender  for  the 
Horfe,  at  what  Price  the  Officers  think 
fit  to  give.  But  the  greateft  Hardfhip, 
in  my  Opinion,  is  in  relation  to  their 
Children,  who,  throughout  the  whole 
Land,  are  no  fooner  born,  than  nam’d 
into  what  Regiment,  and  Company,  they 
ffiall  ferve,  notwithstanding  they  receive 
no  Pay  until  they  are  able  to  bear  Arms, 
and  enter  into  the  Service  :  Nor,  perhaps, 
one  fourth  Part  of  them  then,  any  longer 
than  the  three  Months  every  Spring  that 
they  Exercife,  tho’  they  muft  hold  them- 
felves  in  Readinefs,  equally  with  the  reft 
of  the  Army,  to  March,  &c.  in  a  few 
Hours  Warning. 

THEIR  Taxes,  which  are  numerous, 
and  exceffive  burthenfome  on  every  Arti¬ 
cle  of  Life,  Corn,  Fruits,  Roots,  &c.  not 
excepted ;  ^re  not  impofed  by  the  great 
Council  of  the  Land,  who  are  certainly 
the  belt  Judges,  in  all  Cafes,  what  the 
People  can  bear  ;  but  are  levied  by  Vir? 
tue  of  the  King’s  own  Edift,  which  he 
puts  forth  at  Pleafure  :  And  it  has,  in 
that  Country,  all  the  San&ion  and  Au¬ 
thority  of  an  Aft  of  the  three  Eftates  of 
this  Kingdom,  confiffing  of  King,  Lords, 
and  Commons* 

F  ^  NOR 
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N  O  R  hath  any  Perfon  whatsoever. 
Native,  or  othenviie,  the  Liberty  of  tra¬ 
velling  thro’  the  Country  without  a  Pals, 
fetting  forth  their  Names,  Occupation, 
Place  of  Abode,  and  alio  the  Bufinefs  they 
are  going  about ;  which  is,  in  fhort,  ex 
ceecling  trouhlefome,  and  very  often  in 
convenient  to  Bufinefs,  which  requires 
both  Expedition  and  Secrecy.  But  it 
would  be  endlefs  to  relate  the  whole  ty¬ 
rannical  Proceedings  of  their  Governours, 
in  abridging  their  Liberties,  invading  their 
Properties,  &c.  therefore  fhall  put  a  Pe¬ 
riod  ;  imagining,  from  what  has  been 
faid  on  thofe  two  Heads,  you  will  be  able 
to  form  a  tolerable,  tho’  not  an  adequate 
Idea  of  their  miferable  Situation,  and  as 
naturally  be  led,  with  pleafure,  to  refieft 
on  our  own  Happinefs,  Liberties,  and 
Properties,  maintain’d  in  their  utmoft  Ex¬ 
tent,  by  that  mo  ft  Noble  Patron,  who, 
when  we  tvere  in  real  Danger  of  lofing 
them,  and  being  involv’d  in  Slavery,  fo 
generoufly  oppos'd  (even  at  the  hazard 
of  his  own  Lile)  the  Enemies  of  our  Con- 
ftitutions,  who  were  purfuing  a  Scheme 
that  could  not  fail  of  making  us  as  mi- 
jerable  as  thofe  unfortunate  People  I  have 
been  treat  ins:  of. 

I  pro- 
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I  proceed  now,  to  give  you  my  impar¬ 
tial  Opinion  of  the  Craftfman,  Fog's  Jour¬ 
nal,  &c.  the  4th  Article  of  your  De¬ 
mands  ;  which  I  intend  to  do  in  a  few 
Words,  as  thinking  it  not  worth  my 
while  to  w'afte  any  Time  on  thole  mali¬ 
cious  Triflers,  who  are  Weekly  uihering 
into  the  World  a  Train  of  meer  Supposi¬ 
tions,  falle  and  ungenerous  Apprehen¬ 
sions  of  I  know  not  what  Attempts  being 
intended  to  be  made  on  our  Liberties,  feV. 
by  the  prefent  Ministry;  endeavouring, 
under  the  Cloke  of  Patriotifm ,  as  the  De¬ 
vil  is  laid  Sometimes  to  transform  himfelf 
into  an  Angel  ol  Light,  to  fow  Sedition 
in  the  Minds  of  his  MajeSty’s  liege  Sub¬ 
jects,  to  ftir  up  Jealoufies,  and  groundlefs 
Fears,  and  in  fine,  to  introduce  Anarchy, 
and  its  infeparable  Concomitant,  univer¬ 
sal  Mifery,  rather  than  have  the  Morti¬ 
fication  to  fee  that  Honourable  Perfon  at 
the  Helm,  who  has  fo  worthily  oppos’d, 
and,  hitherto,  defeated  all  their  Republi¬ 
can  Meafures. 

IT  is  my  Opinion,  that  hagged Phan¬ 
tom,  fruftrated  Ambition,  gave  Birth  to 
both  thofe  Libels  in  the  original  Con¬ 
trivers  of  them  ;  and  that  a  mercenary 
View  in  fome  of  their  Dependants  (Gen- 

try 
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try  up  four  pair  of  Stairs)  keep  them 
alive  ;  as,  indeed,  it  is  no  more  than  a 
reciprocal  Obligation  ;  only  every  now 
and  then  they  receive  a  frefh  Supply  of 
Scandal,  the  natural  Aliment  wherewith 
they  are  nourillied  from  their  Patrons ; 
as  you  may  eafily  diftinguifh,  if  yoa  have 
Patience  enough  to  read  them  over,  by  a 
certain  Rancour  in  every  ExpreiTion,  and 
thofe  fupernatural  Flights  of  Fancy,  bor¬ 
dering  upon  Madnefs,  yet  animated  by 
Revenge,  which  runs  thro’  the  whole  of 
their  Performances,  quite  different  from 
the  lethargick  Trafh  of  the  others,  which 
we  commonly  meet  with  in  thofe  Papers  : 
However,  it  does  well  enough  to  enter¬ 
tain  the  Mob  once  a  Week  ;  the  mean, 
low  Jokes,  and  Similies,  being  exaftly 
adapted  to  their  vulgar  Capacity. 

INDEED,  I  have  often  wondered 
at  fome  People’s  Notions,  who  imagine 
that  thofe  Papers  are  writ  by  Gentlemen, 

M - s  of  P - 1,  who  are  Famous 

for  Virtue  and  Wifdom,  as  if  it  fuited 
with  fuch  Charafters.  Suppofe  what  is 
alledg’d  in  thofe  Treafonable  Libels  were 
true,  to  appeal  every  Week  to  the  Der¬ 
nier  Refort,  a  rude,  ignorant  Rout  of 
People,  who  are  Inconftant,  paffionately 
fond  of  Novelties,  envioufly  Malicious, 
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and  generally  Enemies  to  good  Men  ;  and 
who,  as  Tacitus  declares,  *  Have  no  Judg¬ 
ment ,  7io  Verity ,  deem  mojt  Things  by  Opi¬ 
nion,  Jew  by  the  Truth  ;  and  who,  by  Con- 
fequence,  are  no  ways  capable  of  redref- 
fing  fuch  Grievances,  which  is  the  immedi¬ 
ate  Property  of  Parliament ;  and  I  think 
no  wife  Man,  efpecially  a  Member  of  that 
Honourable  Body,  would  ever  feek  Re- 
drefs  from  any  other  Power  than  where 
it  may  lawfully  be  obtain’d.  But  then. 
How  Infamous  muft  thofe  Authors  appear, 
and  more  efpecially  if  they  are  Men  of 
Fortune,  who  have  no  Ground  for  their 
Alfertions,  or  even  Suppofitions  ;  and 
yet,  for  a  Series  of  Years,  have  difeharg’d 
fuch  a  hetrogenous  Compofition  of  the 
moft  flagrant  Calumnies  againft  the  pre¬ 
fen  t  Miniftry  :  Men  who,  I  think,  may 
juftly  be  pronounc’d  the  fecondary  Au¬ 
thors  of  our  Happinefs.  However,  if 
with  a  retrograde  Aipeft  one  behold  the 
Tranfacf  ons  of  the  laft  four  Years  of  a 
late  Reign,  it  puts  it  intirely  out  of  Dif- 
pute.  And  if  thofe  Honourable  Patrons 
had  then  fo  much  Courage  and  Conduff 
to  Item  the  impetuous  Tide  which  feem’d

to  bear  down  all  beforeit,  and  prevent  the 
impending  Devaluation  of  our  Religion, 
Liberties,  and  Properties ;  What  Reafons 
have  we  now  to  doubt,  either  of  their  Ca¬ 
pacity,  or  Inclination,  to  maintain  and 
fupport  ’em  ? 

A  S  if  a  Nobleman,  who  at  an  extraordi- 
nary  Expence  of  Wealth,  and  fome  Years 
Labour,  had  built  a  magnificent  Palace, 
del  ightfully  fituate,  the  Foundation  ftrong- 
ly  laid,  and  the  Fortifications  round  it 
might  bid  Defiance  to  all  Enemies ;  whole 
beautiful  Symmetry,  and  curious  Archi¬ 
tecture  without,  the  ftately  Elegancy,  and 
many  neat  and  ufeful  Defigns  within,  was 
not  to  be  parallel’d  in  Europe ,  fhould  yet 
be  induc’d  to  pluck  it  down,  purely  be- 
caufe  the  Eaft  Wind,  at  certain  Seafons 
of  the  Year,  blew  upon  it,  were  every 
way  as  rational  a  Conjefture  as  the  other. 

NOTWITHSTANDING  the  abfurd 
Clamours,  and  fcandalous  Infinuations  of 
that  Common-Hunt  of  Sedition  Caleb  Dan¬ 
vers,  or  his  infolent  Whipper-in,  the  lhipid 
Mr.F!^  ,who,as  an  eminent  Author  obferves 
on  fuch  peftiferous  Calumniators,  *  Speak

evil. 
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evil,  becaufe  they  know  not  how  to  [peak 
well ;  they  do  what  they  are  ufed  to  do ,  and 
what  they  know ,  evilly  becaufe  they  are 
evil ,  and  according  to  themf elves.  And  was 
it  not  fo,  how  could  they  polTibly  fit  out 
their  Weekly  Packet  of  Defamation  and 
Falfhood  ?  For  we  are  all  fenlible  thefe 
Kingdoms  never  enjoy’d  more  Happinefs, 
than  under  the  prefent  Miniftry ;  whe¬ 
ther  we  regard  Religion,  Liberty,  Trade, 
or  any  other  Article  effential  to  the  Wel¬ 
fare  of  a  Community.  And  for  the  Taxes, 
confidering  the  intricate  Situation  of  Af- 
iairs  in  Europe ,  which  obliges  the  Go¬ 
vernment,  in  point  of  Prudence,  to  he 
upon  their  Guard  ;  always  rememb’ring 
that  Political  Maxim,  #  He  that  defret  h 
Peace ,  let  him  provide  for  bHars  are  very 
moderate  ;  and  I  dare  be  bound  to  am 
fwer,  are  thought  fo  by  every  judicious 
Man,  who  knows  the  Confequence  of 
this  Nation’s  being  involv’d  in  War. 

B  U  T  what  avails  Reafoning  to  Men 
that  are  refolv’d  to  hear  none  ?  One  Part 
have  been  difappointed  in  fome  of  their 
ambitious  Views,  and  breath  nothing  but 
Revenge,  endeavouring  to  involve  the

Nation  in  their  own  private  Quarrels  and 
Difcontent  :  Whilft  the  others,  alas  !  mi- 
ferable  Objefts,  for  the  fake  of  Bread, 
without  any  Reafons  whatfoever,  are  ob¬ 
lig’d  to  deal  in  Scandal,  and  defame  the 
Miniftry  in  every  of  their  Tranfa&ions  ; 
otherwife  the  poor,  half-ftarv’d  Wretches, 
would  be  left  to  perifh  ;  as  they  are  often 
threaten’d  by  a  certain  hagged  Propri¬ 
etor,  fo  overcome  with  C holer,  that 
whenever  any  of  thofe  llanderous  Agents 
appear  with  a  new  Inveftive,  tho’  he 
knows  the  Foundation  to  be  a  Falfhood, 
full  of  the  moft  flagrant  Altercations, 
and  adorn’d  with  all  the  poifonous  Inuen- 
do’s  that  even  Malice  can  invent,  yet  he 
cries  out.

alfo  the  Englijh  Hiftory,  which  they  have 
traduc’d,  and  made  fubfervient  to  the 
fame  vile  Ends,  But  pray,  what  is  all 
this  to  the  main  Point  ?  Or  what  have  we 
to  do  with  the  Miferies  of  thofe  Coun¬ 
tries,  further  than  as  they  afford  us  a 
beautiful  Refleftion  on  our  own  Happi- 
nefs  ?  Or  the  prefent  Miniftry  with  the 
cruel  Tyrannies  and  Corruptions  of  thofe 
Minions  of  Power  who  have  abus’d  their 
Authority,  any  otherwife  than  as  they 
call:  the  greater  .Luitre  on  their  own  juft 
Adminiftration,  which  we  have  happily 
experienced  for  feveral  Years,  without 
any  of  thofe  Oppreflions,  or  unparliamen¬ 
tary  Proceedings,  too  commonly  met  with 
in  the  Hiftories  of  former  Reigns  ?

FROM  the  whole  I  imagine,  that  if 
Men  would  ferioufly  make  a  Comparifon 
between  us,  our  Liberties  and  Properties, 
that  is,  in  one  Word,  our  Happinefs  in 
general,  with  any  other  Nation  what- 
loever,  the  Common  JVealths  not  excepted, 
they  would  foon  find  fo  great  a  Difpa- 
rity,  the  Balance  being  on  our  Side,  as 
would  make  them  exult  with  Joy,  and 
blefs  the  Authors  and  Prefervers  of  them. 
And,  indeed,  as  to  the  faftious  Malecon- 

G  %  tents 
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tents  of  the  Kingdom,  which  I  have 
thought  heretofore  Incurable,  and  fit  Ob- 
jefts  for  Mr.  Guy's  Charity,  I  fhould  now 
entertain  Hopes  of  feeing  Cured,  if  they 
would  be  perfuaded,  as  I  humbly  advile 
them,  to  go  abroad  into  what  Country 
they  pleafe  ;  for  the  Air  of  every  foreign 
Cl  imate  is  a  moft  fovereign  Remedy  for 
that  dangerous  Diftemper  ;  but  then  in 
th  is,  as  in  all  other  Chronical  Maladies, 
they  mull  obferve  proper  Meafures  and 
Direftions,  or  expect  no  Cure.  For  it  is 
not  travelling  thro’  France ,  Spain ,  Ger¬ 
many ,  or  any  other  Country,  with  a  plen¬ 
tiful  Fortune,  living  in  the  moll  luxu¬ 
rious  Manner,  and  converting  with  none 
but  the  Grandees,  that  will  do  :  No, 
they  fhould  endeavour  to  attain  the  moft 
ex  aft  Knowledge  of  the  Laws  and  Con- 
llitutions  of  the  Country,  the  Liberties 
and  Properties  of  the  People,  the  feveral 
heavy  Taxes  wherewith  they  are  bur- 
thened,  and,  in  one  Word,  to  take  the 
moft  accurate  Survey  of  their  flavifh,  mi- 
ferable  State  in  general,  which  would  give 
them  fuch  an  Idea  of  our  own  Happinefs, 
as  they  had  never  before  conceiv’d  ; 
make  them  the  moft  dutiful  Subjefts  to 
his  Majefty,  whofe  whole  Reign,  as 
they  would  then  acknowledge,  has  been 
one  continu’d  Scene  of  Goodnefs  to  his 

People 
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People  ;  and  alfo  to  admire  and  #  defend 
that  moft  heroic  Patron,,  who  is  the  fe- 
condary  Author  and  Preferver  of  them. 
Nay,  I  dare  affert,  that  ever  after  they 
would  likewife  think  it  a  Duty  incumbent 
upon  them,  to  oppofe  all  luch  petty 
Dablers.  in  Politicks,  as  are  perpetually 
vending  their  Spleen  againft  that  honour¬ 
able  Gentleman  in  the  Adminiftration  ; 
who,  by  his  mild,  juft,  and  prudent  Ma¬ 
nagement  of  Affairs,  deferves  fo  well  of  the 
Publick.  W  hether  it  be  the  Weekly  Papers, 
or  any  other  anonymous  Performance, 
which,  doubtlefs,  the  Authors  know  to 
be  difingenious,  and  falfe,  and  are  them- 
felves  afhanTd  of,  or  elfe  they  would  not 
fcruple  to  fix  their  Names  to  their  Writ¬ 
ings,  that  all  might  be  appriz’d  from 
whence  they  are.  But  this,  tho’  highly

Or  not  defends  him  blam’d,  but  holds  along 
With  Mens  loud  Laughter,  and  each  Prater’s  Tongue  , 
Who  bergns  what  was  not,  and  difcloaks  a  Soul, 
Beware  him,  Noble  Roman ,  he  is  foul. 
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reafdnable,  they  will  not  be  prevailed  with 
to  do,  notwithstanding  they  ftile  them- 
felves  The  Advocates  of  Liberty,  true  Pa¬ 
trons  of  their  Country,  and  fincere  Lovers 
of  all  honejl  Proceedings  ;  which,  could 
they  once  make  appear,  would  refleft 
upon  them  the  greateft  Honour,  and 
make  that  be  deem’d  Modefty,  which 
now  is  univerfally  look’d  upon  as  a  Mix¬ 
ture  of  Shame  and  Fear  :  Of  Shame,  on 
Account  of  the  many  falfe  Accufations, 
and  flanderous  Afperfions  caft  upon  the 
prefent  Miniftry,  with  their  utmoft  Ef¬ 
forts  of  Sedition,  in  wickedly  endeavour¬ 
ing  to  alienate  the  Hearts  of  his  Maje- 
fty’s  good  Subjefts  from  their  Allegiance 
to  the  beft  of  Princes,  and  the  molt  law¬ 
ful  Government  in  the  World ;  and  fear, 
in  the  juft  Cenfor  of  the  Magiftrates, 
who,  if  they  were  to  punifh  them  equal 
to  theHeinoufnefs  of  their  Crimes,  would 
fet  fuch  an  Example,  as  the  Lenity  of 
the  prefent  Government  defireth  to  be 
Strangers  to. 

I  N  fhort,  to  finifli  this  Article,  and 
haften  to  a  final  Period,  imagining  you 
are  by  this  Time  fufficiently  appriz’d  of 
my  Thoughts  of  the  prefent  Miniftry  ; 
I  fhall  only  add  a  few  Words  more,  and 
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them,  relating  to  my  Opinion  of  theUn- 
reafonablenefs  of  thofe  Papers,  whether 
Weekly,  or  Occafional,  as  they  are  com¬ 
monly  ftil’d. 

I  T  was,  indeed,  my  Opinion,  before 
I  either  went  Abroad,  or  even  made  any 
ftrift  Inquiry  into  the  Proceedings  of  the 
Miniftry,  that  thofe  Papers  were  unrea- 
fonable,  becaufe  I  obferv’d,  that  they 
never  would  allow  of  any  one  good  Thing 
done  by  them  ;  or  that  any  of  their  Mea- 
fures,  whatever,  were  prudent ;  notwith- 
Handing  the  happy  Tranquility  we  have 
enjoy’d  ever  fince  that  honourable  Per- 
fon  has  been  at  the  Helm.  And  that,  if 
fo  large  a  Share  of  Sagacity  is  required 
in  a  Steward,  in  the  Management  of  one 
Houfhold,  to  preferve  an  exafl:  Decorum, 
and  give  the  defir’d  Satisfaftion  both  to 
his  Lord,  and  all  the  reafonable  Part  of 
the  inferiour  Servants,  how  much  more 
fo  in  the  Stewardfhip  of  three  Kingdoms, 
which  muff  be  admitted  an  Herculean  La¬ 
bour  ;  and  yet  there  is,  and  has  been  pre- 
ferv’d,  for  a  Series  of  Years,  fuch  a  per¬ 
fect  Harmony,  and  beautiful  Oeconomy 
(long  may  it  continue)  as  no  Age  hath 
furpafs’d,  nor  any  Nation  can  pretend  to 
parallel.  Perhaps  it  'may  be  objected, 

that 
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that  a  certain  Perfon,  who  once  bore  a 
high  Charafter,  has  been  difplac’d,  and 
fhews  the  utmoft  Difcontent.  What  then  ? 
Has  it  been  any  Detriment  to  the  Nation, 
or  is  it  to  be  fuppos’d  a  very  rational 
Account  may  not  be  given  of  that  ex¬ 
traordinary  Proceeding,  as  thofe  Writers 
term  it  ?  Tho’  I  dial]  attempt  no  other 
than  the  Saying  of  a  Roman  Senator  on  a 
certain  Occafion,  *  JVith  him  that  break- 
eth  Faith ,  let  Faith  alfo  be  broken  :  JVhen 
thou  hoi  deft  not  me  for  a  Senator ,  I  will 
not  hold  thee  for  a  Conful. 

BUT  now  my  former  Opinion  is  con¬ 
firm’d,  not  only  in  the  Unreafonablenefs, 
but  Falfhood  of  thefe  Papers,  in  their  po- 
fitive  Affertions,  as  I  have  learned  in  the 
Affair  of  Dunkirk ,  and  feveral  other  Arti¬ 
cles,  which  I  have  carefully  examin’d  into, 
and  found  altogether  as  groundlefs,  as  their 
daily  Conjectures,  and  pretended  Fears,  are 
bafe  and  ungenerous.  Nor  have  I  been 
lefs  furpriz’d  at  the  ignorant  Impudence 
of  thofe  Mongrel  Politicians,  in  pretend¬ 
ing  to  inftruft,  than  at  their  licentious

BUT  what  fhall  we  fay,  or  what  can 
we  expert  from  People  who  are  loir  to 
every  Degree  of  Modefty,  V eracity,  and 
Honour. 

THUS  have  I  given  you  my  im* 
partial  Opinion  of  thofe  iniquitous  Per¬ 
formances  ^  the  natural  Offspring  of  Se¬ 
dition  :  And  alfo  my  Thoughts  of  that 
moft  Noble  Patron,  who,  fo  long  as  he 
purfues  fuch  juft  and  lawful  Meafures  as 
he  hath  hitherto  done,  may  bid  Defi¬ 
ance  to  all  their  envenom’d  Arrows  of 
Detraction.  For,  as  Merc.  Trefrnigejhts 
faith,

nec  mains  Genius ,  nec  Fatum  devimit :  Dev¬
